Boosevelt and Churchill Meet In Morocco: , 

'President Franklin; D, Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill con- 
cluded yesterday a" momentous 10-day conference in which they planned 
the Allied offensives of 1943 aimed at what the President called "the 
unconditional surrender" of the Axis powers. 

The President flew 5.000 miles across the Atlantic with his cl^Iefs 
of staff to confer with Mr. Churchill and British mllllary, naval, and 
kit' chieftains in a sun-splashed villa within the sound of Atlantic 
, breakers. Every phase of the global was war discussed in conferences 
lasting from morning until midnight. Both war leaders cmhpaslzcd that 
the conference was wholly successful, and that complete agreement was 
reached upon the military enterprises to be undertaken by the United 
Nations this year. ° i 

AU But M,000 Germans Killed Or Captured: 

Russian forces have killed or captured all but 12,000 German troops 
of' the huge forces trapped at SUlingrad, and three main railways 
radiating westward for the continuing offensive that has carried the 
Red Army forward 245 miles. Moscow announced . last night.

Another Committee 
Studies Problem . 
Of Returned Students 



(O.W.I. -Release, Boston) A com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of 
Owen D. Young, has met in Wash- 
ington to select colleges to be util- 
ized under the joint aimy and navy 
plan -while a seeond-commUte«-met 
for the first time, on Jan. 18, to dis- 
cuss the returning of students to 
colleges after thé war. 

The Owen D. Young committee 
appointed by the United States War 
Manpower Commission, will also 
lay down the, policies and regula- 
tions .which will govern, the selec- 
tees who will be trained as special- 
ists for the army. 

The recommendations of this 
committee will be made public be- 
fore February l,'.when the joint 
army and navy plan is scheduled 
to go Into operation. 

Announcing the formation of the 
committee, War • Manpower Chief 
Paul V. McNutt declared, "The new 
committee now meeting will pro- 
vide invaluable counsel not only in 
developing these rules and regula- 
tions but also in determining poli- 
cies to insure adequately trained 
specialists for war industries and 
essential civilian activities.

Explains Coeds 
Part in Effort 

U.S. Secretary of 
Treasury Reveals 
Role of Women Students 



(O.W.I. Release)— This statement, 
written by Henry Morgenthau, Jr, 
Secretary of . the TVeasury, is ad 
dressed particularly. to college wo 
men, and has been prepared for the 
college press. 

Fundamentally, this is a young 
man's war. But In. many important 
ways this Is also a young woman's 
war:— young women in uniform and 
young .-.women In :overalls; young 
women in field and factory, in of 
lice and hospital. 

You as young college women have 
a definite part to play in this crisis, 
For . even in the classroom, today' 
Total War is not merely academic. 
It is actual. 

Young women students, every' 
where, are keenly aware - of the 
facts of the war; they must also be 
alert tô the way in which those 
facts affect them as women and as 
students. They must recognize the 
unpleasantj fact that a Totalitarian 
triumph would destroy their very 
freedom to attend- the college. of 
their choice. 

They have a tremendous stake in 
the war; for if we were to lose It 
they woiild lose their future, and 
youUi deeply deserves; a future, 
They also have a^servlce to per- 
form and they are performing It 
with their characteristic enthusiasm 
and determination.* I know that, for 
my own daughleruft^^ege sopho- 
mire, tells, me ;<M^wl||^any war 
services her classmates are render' 
Ing.

Students Urged to Give 
SuppoYt as Campaign Lags 



The Engineers, Theologs and 
School for Teachers combined to 
provide the bright spots in the be- 
ginning of the War Council's I.SiS. 
finance drive. Each of these facul- 
ties reported at least 50% of their 
objective attained. R.V.C. and Arts 
and Science started slowly, reach- 
ing only 14.2% and 192% of their 
respective quotas. 

The War Council hopes through 
the drive to gain the major portion 
of McGili's $1,000 share of the Na- 
tional I.S.S. budget. The funds arc 
used to provide physical and intel- 
lectual relief to student prisoners 
of war, refugees, internees and stu- 
dents continuing their studies In 
war torn countries. . 

The Engineers and Architects col- 
lected $68.10 or 45 per cent, of their 
quota of |l50. This was the larg- 
est sum reported from any faculty. 



The campaign was in the form of a 
competition between the four years, 
the lower two years having a slight 
edge in the result. Morrcy Cross, 

of the Engineers organizing com 
miltee, expressed his satisfaction 
with the showing and stated there 
was every prospect of the Engineers 
attaining their goal in the next two 
days. 

The Theologs of the United and 
Diocesan Colleges reported $42.50 or 
84 per cent, of their quota of $50 
collected with the Presbyterian 
College still to be heard from. The 
United College committee express' 
ed. their belief that the three col- 
leges would exceed their quota by 
at least $25.

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^Uneasiness 

It lias become apparent in recent weeks 
that tlic atinosplicre arottnd tlic university 
has developed into an iinlicnithy one. Very 
little interest is talccn in anything in par- 
ticular, which would seem to indicate a 
decided tendency toward a loss of what is 
generally termed a sense of humor.- Healthy 
controvcrscy is non-existent, and sucli con- 
troverscy as docs exist is of n malicious 
type in which criticisras arc directed to- 
ward individuals and not toward principles. 

This atmosphere no doubt has been 
created by tlic war and its subsequent ef 
fects on students as a body, as well as on 
them as individuals. When the govern 
ment instituted its regulation concerning 
academic standards, it did not we arc sure 
foresee the possibility of students acquir 
ing this attitude of indifference, for stu- 
dents cannot study effectively unless they 
have the will to work. 

Evidences of this arc seen in the 
library; True it is frequented considerably 
more than in the past, but how effectively 
is left to tho individual to decide. Less 
time is spent on extracarricular activities, 
but how usefully this time is spent else 
where is again left for students to decide. 

One fact remains however, and that is 
that the campus is uneasy and something 
should be done immediately to remove this 
uneasiness.

It was finally j,decidid JUMnako use 
of tho colleges also/^and^ihis^^eôision Has 
been carried out by establishing Reserve 
Corps of tho Army and tho Navy in the 
colleges in which selected able-bodied men 
may enlist and continue Ihèir education 
for the time being. . . 

It is only by the fulfillment of certain 
conditions which have been ataftd by the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of tho 
Navy that the experiment of tho loan of 
young men to the colleges will be justified 
through the later return of these men to 
tho country with interc'st in tho form of 
inoreaséd capacity. If loan to the col- 
leges becomes a method by which nien who 
ought to bo in tho,thick of the battle avoid 
the hazards àf war; If the colleges rétàin 
any of the aspects of the country club 
which have been painfully evident in the 
past; if the men who can afford to go to 
college are considered as a separate class 
exempted ovcrlong from fighting, the ex- 
periment will be a dismal failure and will 
not long continue. . . 

I think your country and your college 
are entitled to believe that you réalise that 
you are herè ràthèr thàit in thé ranks iii 
order tliat you may be better trained for 
your part in the war, and that you who are 
living here on borrowed lime are determin- 
ed to repay the loan with interest com' 
pounded.

An American View 

Thê American colleges and universities, 
Vastly outnumbering our own, have mobiU 
tiied for a real total war effort. Many have 
been taken over entirely, or almost so, by 
the Army and Navy. The rest are devoted 
to the task of turning out highly qualified 
technicians and suitable officer material 
for the armed forcés. We reprint below 
an address by Harvey H, Bundy, assistant 
to the Secretary of War, to a gathering of 
Yale freshmen. 

^.The armed sen'iccs have but one duty 
^0 win the war and to win it as quickly 
as possible. It may well be tho duty of 
other branches of the government but it is 
not the diity of the Army or Navy to con- 
cern itself primarily with broad-range edu- 
cational and cultural objectives. Where, 
then, does tlio continuance of collège edu- 
'^-'cation fit in war plans? The prevailing 
^M^jûdgmènt of tho armed services has been 
Wiad^till is that higher education if propcr- 
^^fiy directed produces vely|itnportant tech- 
' ' nloal capacities as well as general qualities 
of leadership. It is further clear, that tech- 
nical ability and trained minds are more 
necessary to fight this war than any other 
war in our history. . . • • • 

Technical ability and trained minds 
^içannot be produced in a minute, and the 
training is not complete at the age of 
eighteen. A steady flow of trained minds 
and ability into the armed services is be- 
llevid to be necessary. If an end of this 
war could be foreseen ' this yèàr or even 
néxt year, I do not think the Army or 
^avy would have the slightest military 
l%itercst in having you continue in college, 
for you would then have no effect whatso- 
ever on the outcome of the war. But our 
present plans must be made on the basis 
of a much longer war, and it is the present 
' conviction of the leaders of the armed 
forces that advanced education should go 
. oil for a limited number of men, to provide

"THE PRIDE OF THE YANKEES" 
AT LOEW'S 
Pride of the Yankees, currently being feat 
ured a I Locw's, presents the life story of Lou 
Gehrig, long Ume first baseman of the New 
York Yankees and iron man of baeball. Gary 
Cooper, in the role of Gehrig, gives a splendid 
performance; and brings vividly before the eyes 
of the mptlon picture publte théj.lmportant 
stages In the career of a mih,' wIio' served as 
an example not only to those of his own pro* 
fetslon, but to all men who would devote Uiem' 
selves earntstiy to the tasks of life. 

The opening scenes show Gehrig as a boy. 
who even then aspired to bé a baseball star. 
Later we follow hlm^toj^Columbia .where vhU 
powerful bat draws tiie'attention of the^ scouts, 
and contrary to the desire of his mother, who, 
l)ad hoped that he would become an engtneëir, 
he'slgns with the Yankees. 

He first breaks into the llne-up at Chicago, 
where he hits safely after having tripped over 
a pile of bats. This ludicrous incident draws 
the ihouU of "tanglefoot" from a girl in the 
crowd, of whom Gehrig later becomes enamour- 
ed and after a whirlwind courtship marries. 
Teresa Wright, In the role of the wife, gives 
an interesting and sustained perfonnsnce. 

With hU sympathetic wife to aid him, he 
establishes himself as a star and justiflcs the 
confidence which has been placed in him by a 
kind newspaper reporter played by Walter 
Brennan. Wé see Gehrig enjoying his baseball 
career and becoming fut friends with his as- 
sociates on the Acid. Baseball fans will recog- 
nize Babe Rvik who, by the way. proves him- 
self no mean actor. Bill Dickey, Stan. Mèusèl, 
and other aiuUme baseball greats. 

Genuine pathos enters the picture when 
Gehrig eventually has to quit baseball béeause 
of an irremediable malady. The final scene is 
Uruly gripping. While his wife staada In tean 
In the dugout Gehrig,, with the applause of 
thousands ringing in his ears, and wiUi his 
baseball comrades of former jears standing at 
his side, make a short and sincere tpcteh of 
thanks to baseball fandom. Overcome by 
emotion. Gehrig walks slowly oiit of the park, 
over the Infleld on which he had played so 
many times before, and, as he disappears down 
the steps of Uie dugout, the cry of "Play Ball" 
sounds dramaUcàlly In his ears. 

The pride of the Yankees shows effectively 
why the national sport of the United States has 
captured the hearts of its people; and proves 
that even in time of war baseball may play ah 
important part and act as a stimulus to the 
morale of a nation in battledreu.."

Dear SUr: Students of the liberal 
arts who have remained at coUcsc 
In order to finish their courses have 
been subjected to some rather sev- 
ere criticism during tho past low 
months. Last week, such students 
received wholehearted support from 
a rather unexpected source. Their 
new champion was Wendell Willkie, 
speaking at Duke University, North 
Carolina. * 

We Artsmen at McGUl have been 
variously described as draft<dodg- 
ers, hopeless dreamers— and even as 
fascists. It Is heartening to learn 
Uiat such an advocate of total war 
as Mr. WiUklc does not suffer from 
Uie short-sighted materialism of so 
many war-time anti-humanists. 
Since it would be difficult to im- 
prove on Mr. Winkle's own words, 
here are a few of the most import 
ant portions of his address. 

"The déatrucUon of tho tradition 
of the liberal arts at this crisis In 
our history . . . would be a crime 
comparable, in my opinion, with the 
burning of the books by the Nuzls. 

Burn your books— or, what 
amounts to tho same thing, neglect 
your books— and you will lose free 
dom as surély as If you wcro to ia 
vite HItlér and his henchmen to 
rule over you. 

"The liberal arts, we arc told, arc 
luxuries. At best you should fit 
thém into your leisure time. They 
are mere dMoratlons upon the 
sterner pattern of life . . . Men and 
women who are devoting their lives 
to such studies should not be made 
to feel inferior or apologetic in the 
fice of a PT boat commander or 
thé driver of a tank. They and all 
their fellow citizens should know 
that the preservation of our cultur- 
al heritage Is not superfluous in a 
modern civilization ... It is what 
we are fighting f or . . . 

"Had we more faith in liberal 
éducation, we would have. I believe, 
more faith in ourselves— more faith 
la the great leavening process of 
democracy, which forover pushes 
new men to the top . . . The vast 
American educational system has 
Bct men free — free not alone to 
serve, but free also to load. Educa' 
tlon is the mother of leadership." 

Willkie expressed the opinion 
that neglect of cultural values has 
been the cause of many of our 
woes to'day, and warns us that con' 
tinued neglect will undoubtedly 
cause greater distresses in the fu 
ture. 

These words come, not from 
dreamer or a theorist, but from 'a 
man of action, one of the most en 
ergetic and dynamic figures in the 
world to-day. His Is a message that 
should be very seriously considered 
by those who cannot conceive of 
the present struggle except In terms 
of hate and destruction, and who 
are unable. to look forward to the 
day when a positive program of 
peaceful reconstruction, based on 
sound principles of democracy and 
good will. wUr have to be applied 
to a weary world.' ,

Concerning the Army's Specializ 
cd Training Program the War De- 
partment announced the qualifica 
tions that selectees must meet It 
they, are to be returned >to colleges 
and universities, selected by the 
army for further training. 

Those who wish to apply for 
basic ' specialized training must 
score . 110 or over in their Army 
Classification Test, be a high school 
graduate between. tltej|^agM{otji^t^21 
Inclusive, complete th'é regultf basic 
army training or be lii a process 
of completing It. . 

For. advanced specialized train' 
ing, selectees must ' also have com- 
pleted one year of college work and 
they arc not limited by age except 
that they must be over IS years old. 

The selectees will be in uniform, 
subject to military discipline, and 



conaideratlon by the Departments 
concerned and will be announced 
as soon as possible. 

Last year. Summer School was 
open to siudehts in Arts, Science, 
and Commerce. Third year students 
in Science were obliged to take 
three and a half courses to fulfill 
their requirements for their de- 
gree, while those in Arts and Com- 
merce under similar conditions re- 
quired; two and a half ciiurses. 

Students in good standing in all 
years were eligible for the course, 
onie. tees were ^0 per full-course 
uul^SSO per half-courae. 

At the University's Fall Convocs' 
tlon last October, there were well 
over a hundred such students. 
These were the first, students to 
graduate due to accelerated courses 

The following courses were given: 
Accountancy, Business Organiza 
tlon, ' Biochemistry! Chemistry. 
Commercial Law, Economics, Eng- 
lish, French, Physics, Physiology, 
Psychology, and Zoology. .
